AN ORDINANCE 

To eiicourasje th^ ^n*ction of water-works iii 
' the City of Louisville. 

Sec. I. Bf i' ordained h^tht Gentral Cduscil 
of Ihe City 0 / Louitrille, That whenner there 
‘hall be subscribed by <oo<l and solvent persons 
two hundred tiiousand dollars to th'.' rapital 
stock of the Louisville Water Company, and 
said Company shall have collected and expended 
one hundred thousand dollars of that sum in the 
purchase of a site and the erection of water- 
works, the Mayor sh.vll on demand of the I'rcs- 
identof said Company’, for and on behalf of the 
city of touisville. endorse two hundred bonds 
of said Company for one thousand dollars each, 
haviiifT thirty years to run, and pa> able with 
semi-annual interest in the city of New Voik. 

Sec. 2. The form of the endorreinent shall be 
as follow.s, to-wit: ’‘Tliecity of laniisvillepiar- 
aiitees the principal and interest of the wiltmi 
bond,*’ and it shall be sii;iied by the Mayor and 
sealed with the seal of the city. 

Sec. 3, Bs’fore said bonds shall be endorsed as 
above provideil. the .‘aid Water Company shall 
execute a inort;;aee upon all its property, rights, 
pnvilejrps, and franchises to the city of le’iiis- 
ville to indemnify her against loss on account 
of said endor.semeiit; provided that a majority 
of th* Directors of said Water Company shall 
resi-ieiii the city of Louisville. 

Sec. 4. The city of Louisville may at anytime 
assume the payment of the bonds thus endorsed 
by her and the interest thereafter to become 
d'le, and become a stockholder in said Company 
to the aino'int of the bonds so endorsed by lier. 
and thereafter be entitled to all the rights and 
privileges of a stockholder. 

Sec. 5. To secure the payment of the princi- 
pal and interest of said bond.., everj thing secur- 
ed to the city of tonisville under or by said 
mortgage is hereby pledged, and in addition 
thereto a tax of four cents on each one hundred

AN ORDINANCE 

Authoiizing the subscription of an additional 
millio:i of dollars by tlie city of Louisville in 
the capital stock of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad Company. 

Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the General CounriloJ 
the City of Lovi ville. That the Mayor of saiil 
city is hereby au’Jiori/ed ami directed to sub- 
scribe tor and in the name of the city of J»uis- 
ville ten thousand shares of onebundreil dollars 
each of capital stock in the I-ouisnlleand Nash- 
ville Railroad Company, ai-d after so subsenb 
ing to deliver to said Company on the term.s and 
coiidiiions hereinafter named, the coupon bonds 
of the city of Louisville, signed aud atte.sted as 
prescribed m the charter of said city, of the 
denomination of one thousand dollars each. 
Five hundred of the bonds hereby directed to 
be issued shall bear date OB the Istdayof April, 
IS.’iC, two hundred and fifty of said bon is shall 
liear date 1st of October, l»5fi, and the remain- 
ing two hundred and fifty of said bonds shall 
bear date on the 1st of April, 1857, all bearing 
interest at the rate of six per centum per annum 
from their respective dates, (he interest p: yable

It does teem to us 
that her dehberate refusal to act in such a case 
would he one of tbe strangest phenomena in the 
kiatory of the action irrthe inaction of States. 

It being now fully conceded by every candid 
and weil-informed man in tbe Teunessee Legis- 
lature that the State would t itk nothing by en- 
donang tbe bonds, the only objection, we learn, 
that is now dwelt on by the eppouents of the 
bill, is that it would be a dangerous precedent — 
tha’ other cities in Tennessee and some of tbe 
counties would ask the S ate to endorse llieir 
railroad bonds. B it it has been shown fifty 
rimes over that there neither would nor could 
be any precadent whatever in the case. No 
other case car. ever arise in Which Tennessee’s 
endorsement of bonds will be asked for any 
such object as bringing the great Pacific rail- 
ro.d, with the commeicc aod travel of half the 
world, through her own borders. And at ai.y 
rate the whole matter of precedent it put en- 
tirely out of tbe question by one consideration. 

Every ndvocate of the endorsement bill in the 
Tennessee legislature has declarrd unequivo- 
cally and over and over again that h' gives hn 
support to the bill upon grounds that utterly 
preclude and exclude all idea of precedent, and, 
if the bill be passed at all, it will be pasted dis- 
tinctly upon such groucids. All the cities will 
understand, all tlie counties will nnderstaxid, tbe 
whole iKate will uoderstand, beyond the poMi- 
biUty of mistake, that the endorsement of tbe 
Memphu bonds, under the circumstances in- 
ducing i’., can never be pleaded by at.y one as 1
